He is stili alive, though in deli- 
cate healtn; but Dr. Hammond has 
not burned his diploma. Dr. Hammona

DEFENDING FENCE CUTTERS. 


Texas Settlers Have Some Rights the Law 
is Bound to Mespect. | «* 

New YORK, February 2—The Sun has a com- 
munication defending the fence cutters of Texas. 
The correspondent says: “By the homestead 
laws the public lands were reserved for actual 
settlers. They went there under this pledge, and 
in time acquired herds of cattle, did well, aud en- 
couraged others to follow their example. When 
it was seen that the business of raising cattle was 
profitable, large capitalists, who are now resi- 
dents, and many of them foreigners, engaged in 
the business, bought out some of the ranches and 
bought herds of cattle in Texas and elsewhere. 
They then set to work stretching wire fences 
across the country $0 as to exclude the cattle of 
settiers from grazing on lauds except in their im- 
mediate neighborhood. By this means they are 


driving the settlers from the country. It is called 
“treezing them out.” They thus wholly defeat 
the object of the homestead law and prevent the 
settiement of the country. The settlers have 
taken their families there and made that country 
their home. The country is fit for nothing but 
raising cattle. If the settlers are deprived of this 
resource they must leave. They know this, anti 
believing that the excluding of them’ from the 
range is in Violation of their rights, they have in 
many cases cut these fences, hey caunot con- 
tend with the rich companies unless the Govern- 
ment pass stringent laws lo protect the settlers 
from encroachmeuts.

POLICE PISTOL PRACTICE. 

We hear no expression of opinion from 
the Mayor and police authorities to reas- 
sure the citizens that their lives are to be 
protected from police firing in the streets. 
The inference is that the policemen have the 
approval of their superiors in converting the 
public thoroughfares into private shvoting 
galleries, and that reputable citizens must 
prepare to dodge into doorways or take the 
alternative of being shot down whenever a 
calaboose tramp tries to escape from an 
officer. 

If we cannot have a stop put to street pis- 
tul practice the least we have a right to ask 
is that the policemen shall be compelled to 
make personal acquaintance with the wea- 
pon they so rashly use. A few months ago, 
a policemen who was called on to killa 
wounded dog put the muzzle of his pistol to 
the dog’s head and shot himself in the foot. 

And, inasmuchzas almost any policeman 
would rather caten a prisoner than shoot an 
innocent stranger, we would request that the 
policemen who through old age and obesity 
are no longer able to run be retired from a 
public position in which some physical ac- 
tivity is occasionally required. Many of our 
policemen would delight the eye of a canni- 
bal or win prizes at a fat man's clam bake. 
But these are not aspirations directly in the 
line of police requirements, and there would 
be less inducement to resort to the re volver 
if the policemen were able to use their legs 
in a stern chase. Anything in the way of 
relief which the authorities may grant to an 
alarmed publig will be gratefully acknowl- 
edged. 


THE TERRIBLE SURPLUS, 
The surplus is a temptation to extrava- 
gance; the reduction of the debt is going on 
more rapidly than the people really wish; 
taxation in excess of the needs of the rev- 
enue is a mistake. All these propositions 
are universally admitted. Butdo they con- 
stitute any real grievance? Are they ques- 
tions of importance at this particular time? 
The temptation to extravagance is checked 
at present by the knowledge that the people 
are keeping a close watch on both parties in 
Congress. The reduction of the debt is a 
superfiuous act of generosity for the benefit 
of the next generation, but no one wili seri- 
ously maintain thatitis any great misfort- 
une for & country to be paying off its debt. 
As for the excess of taxation, what does it 
amount to? It is, say, sixty millions of dol- 
lars; a dollar ahead per annum for each of 
us; less than one third of a cent a day. 
Now, are we asked to believe that the 
greatest and most important issue before the 
American people is to save one-third of a 
cent a day? That is what all this agitation 
about the tariff and the revenue and the sur 
plus amounts to. And for the sake of secur- 
ing this priceless boon of one-third of a cent 
a day, we are asked to endanger our chances 
of restoring the government by the people, 
of punishing corruption, of restraining the 
excesses and abuses of power which are 
daily choking the growth of popular free- 
dom. 
The country could better afford to let the 
surplus alone for ten years and to pay off the 
whole debt, even to continue taking one- 
third of a cent a day from everybody for ten 
years to come, rather than, by foolisn agita- 
tion and division during the next six months, 
to risk the chances of Democratic success.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 
Confusion resulting from conflicts between 
local laws on the subjects of marriage aud 
divorce has started an agitation for a con- 
stitutional amendment conferring on Con- 
gress the power toenact uniform laws on 
those subjects for the whole country. 

One of the arguments for such an amend- 
ment rests on the ground that, while Con- 
gress has now no delegated power to pass any 
law annulling or impairing thejobligation of a 
marriage contract, the States are expressly 
divested of any such power by the constitu- 
tion. That instrument provides that no 
State shall pass any law “impairing the 
obligation of contracts,” and marriage is 
under our law acivil contract and nothin g 
else. Therefore a marriage contract can be 
annulled ana the marriage relation dissolved 
only by the consent of both parties thereto, 
and any law providing for such annulment 
or dissolation without the consent of both 
parties must be unconstitutional and void. 
The fatal defect of this reasoning, how- 
ever, is its misapprehension of the avowed 
purpose and effect of divorce laws. They 
are not framed to impair the obligation of 
marriage contracts, but to provide for the 
annulment thereof with the consent and 
connivance of both parties, or to provide for 
the judicial release of one of the parties from 
a contract already willfully broken on 
the other side. There is probably not a 
divorce statute in the United States that 
isin conflict with the constitutional provi- 
sion referred to, 

An evil advantage is sometimes taken of 
the diversityof State laws relating to marriage 
and divoree. As the validity of a marriage is 
generally determined by the law of the locali- 
ty where it was contracted, a person denied a 
divorce and legally disqualified to enter into 
new marriage relations in his own State 
evades its law by going to another State 
where different laws give him a divorce and 
permit him to marry again. Confusion, in- 
Justice and gross wrong to the legal rights 
of innocent parties often result from this

This 
principle of ethics has long been adopted in 
practice by the gentlemen who pillage the 
doorways on Franklin ayenue, and who take 
the ground that any ‘unconsidered trifle 
which is publicly exposed is public property. 
But we have never heard it openly advocat- 
ed before. We should like to heara pirate 
attempting to proveto Harper’s, or to any 
book publishing house, or to any dramatic 
publisher, that matter that had been once 


published is “public property.”

In the early days of the Lyceum, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes laid down the law that a lecturer 
should invariably inform each audience that 
that particular audience was the most intelligent 
one he had ever had the pleasure of addressing. 
Mr. Arnold may say with truth that his audience 
last night was the most lutelligent one that any 
body had ever addressed in St. Louls. It was not 
a large audience, not visibly brilliant nor notice- 
ably aristocracic, but it included the intellectual 
aristocracy of St. Louis. The teachers, the think- 
ers, the writers of St. Louis were there, and felt 
themselves more than repaid for going. 


GREAT injustice has been done to Arnold and 
to his lectures by the routine critics. He is not 
eloquent, he is not a Columbian orator, and he 
does not try to be. But his voice is strong 
enough—a harsh, manly voice, and no one thinks 
ofthe lack of elocutionary gestures or tricks 
while listening to the clear, plain truth of what 
the man has to say. One may dissentfrom his 
estimates. but every one must admire the intrinsic 
force and essential truth of his lectures. His 
lecture on Kemrson is a production which no 
man but Matthew Arnold could have written. 


THE WEEK ABROAD, 


IN anv consideration of Asiatic complications 
it should be noted that China holds all the States 
of Eastern Asia with the exception of Japan as 
her tributaries. Siam threw off tm tribute obli- 
gation about twenty years ago, and it has never 
been enforcéd since, Japan siezed the Loochoo 
Islands in 1879 and deposed the king, who recog- 
nized the authority of China. Corea has assumed 
independent relations and Burmah pays oniy a 
complimentary trivute. China, however, pos- 
sesses definite rights over Kashgar, Lili and 
Tivet, and retains garrisons and administrators | 
in all ot them. Nepaul is also trib utary in name 
to Pekin, and there is a possibility of a war be- 
tween these two last vassals of the Emperor, in 
which ease the Chinese will, of course, support 
the Tibetans. Tonquin occupies about tne same 
relation to China as Corea, but in position and re- 
sources they are regarded as the most important 
of all the provinces, and China will endeavor to 
hold them. 


THE returns Of shipbuilding on the Tyne for 
the year 1883 show that more ships were built last 
year than in any previous year, and the result 
places the Tyne next tothe Ciyde as a tonnage 
producing river. The nineteen ship-building 
firms on the Tyne have laynched during the 
year 159 vessels, representing a total tonnage of 
216,573 tons with engines of 25,523 horse- power. 
This is an increase of 8,187 tons over last year. 
Wood has been entirely discarded as material, 
and stee' is rapidly replacingiron, Owing to the 
vast production of ships and the consequent de- 
crease of freight rates the prospect for ship-build- 
ing is gloomy for this year. The yards are al- 
most devoid of orders, and many builders are re- 
ducing the number of their workmen. 


‘TA CORRESPONDENT writing to the Chilian 
Times gives an instance of how justice is admin- 
istered in Pisagha. A man committed suicide 
about 5o'clock one evening. On the following 
morning two English women, widows, and two 
native women went to the Chief of Police to tell 
him of the suicide. That funetionary threw the 
women into prison and kept them there for twelve 
hours, notwithstanding the fact that one ot them 
hag a child at home only twenty days old, with no 
one to look after it. No explanation of this con- 
duct could be obtained and no redress was given. 


Ir is stated that the salmon fisheries of Scot- 
land were more successful last year than for 
twenty years past. They sent to Billingsgate 
about 5,190,400 pounds. The total amount of 
salmon received at the London Fish Market 
last year Was 7,715,850 pounds, of which English 
streams furnished only 339,150 pounds.

THERE is considerable agitation in England- 
on the question of funeral and mourning reform, 
a society having been formed called the Church 
of England Funerai and Mourning Reform Asso- 
ciation, The Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
are presidents of the organization and it is patron 
ized by such men as the Duke af Westminster, the 
Earl of Aberdeen, Viscount Cranbrook, the Bish- 
op of London and the Bishop of Winchester. All 
of these personages have signed an open letter 
) giving the reasons why the movement should re- 
ceive universal support. Chief among them are 
the abuses of what is called “handsome funerals” 
by which people who can Ill aſtord to do so are 
compelled, by custom, to spend large sums of 
money in the burial of the dead. The custom is 
denominated senseless and hurtful and the aim 
of the society is to mould public opinion so that 


have given plain and unpretentious funerals to. 
further the objects of the society. 

Tun English papers tell of a remarkable case 
of resuscitation from apparent death, which took. 
place at Leeds. A girl, 16 years of age, living 
with a widowed mother, was ill for ten weeks and 
was given up by the attending physicians. One 
afternoon, to all appearances, she breathed her 
last and was pronounced dead by the medical 
men. A woman was sent for to lay out the body, 
and her measure was taken for a coffin. About 
8 o’clock that night, while her mother and the 
woman were sitting down stairs, they heard a 
voice calling “mother,” and on going up the steps 
they found the girl standing in the upper nall in 
her grave clothes. She was put to bed again, and 
was in a fair way of recovery at last accounts. 


THE London Post Office authorities anticipate 
an enormous increase in business when the 
cheaper rate of telegraphing comes in force next 
October.

Tun report of the Royal National Life-boat In- 
stitution shows that the life-boats saved 726 lives 
last year. Thirty vesseis were rescued from en- 
tire wreckage through their instrumentality. The 
institution during the year granted rewards for 
the rescue of 230 lives by meansof shore and fish- 
ing-boats, so that in reality it contributed to the 
saving of 966 lives. Since the formation of the 
association it has aided in the rescue of 29,628 
persons from death. The number of shipwrecks 
last year amounted to 2,000, and the total loss of 
life on the sea to 4,200, 


Tne French newspapers report the discovery 
near Nimes, by the tearing down of an old build- 
ing, of a remarkable mosaic. It is forty feet 
square and represents a Roman Emperor on his 
throne. Beside him stands a nude woman and in 
front are two men leading a lion aud a boar. A 
soldier stands behind the throne, and a num- 
ber of slaves around it. The limes and colors 
are fresh and clear in appearance, and itis 
said to be one of the richest discoveries ever 
made, It has been placed in the Nimes Museum. 

THE population of Sweden according to the lat- 
est census, returns numbers 4,572,215. In 1850 it 
amounted to 1,763,000. The most populous prov- 
inces are in the south. In estimating the growth 
of population it should be borne in mind that an 
average of 60,000 emigrants have left the countrv 
every year for the last four years, Consjderable 
immigration has also taken place, although it has 
deen seriously impeded by a law which forbids 
foreigners owning property in the country with- 
out special permission from the crown,

A MAN OF BUSINESS. 


The Governor of Pennsylvania Makes 

Thorough Inspection of the Pevitentiary. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARKISBURG, FA., February 2.—Without pre- 
vious notice Gov. Pattison paid an official visit to 
the State Lunatic Hospital, near this city. After 
introducing himself as the “Governor’’ to the 
assistant medical superintendent, Dr. George D. 
Stahley, he was immediately escorted through the 
Institution by the two male assistaut superin- 
tendents. It so happened that Dr. J. Z. Gerhard, 
superintendent in Charge, Was absent in Philadel- 
phiaon official business. Before the Governor 
haa inspected ali the male wards 
of the institution, eight or nine 
in number, the atmosphere of 
the various rooms had had such a sickening ef- 
fect upon him that he concluded to visit some 
other part of the building. He was thereupon 
shown through the küchen, the laundry, and ven- 
tilating apartments. Iu order that he might per- 
sonally satisfy himself of the cause of the poor 
ventilation in the building, he entered one of 
the tunnels leading ifum a Ventilating fan and 
followed its course under the main building, 
critically inspecting not ouly the ventilation, but 
the heating facilities. He 

OBSERVED WITH ASTONISHMENT 

that a number of flues fer conveying hot air were 
of wood, and that some of the sieam pipes were 
wrapped iu such à manner that combustion might 
result at almost any time. At several places tbe 
wood hada 7 small seorched hole. The tunnel 
through which he walked and crawied had a floor- 
ing of ashes, and more or less must have been 
forced — the fan into the Various wards, to be 
breath by inmates. His Excellency was 80

after emerging from the cellars, 
that the 500 inmates of the institution ought to be 
better protected that be went no further in the 
way of inspection.

Back to New York After His Trip 
to the Pacific Coast. 

What Thirty Years’ Time Has Done for 

California by Way of Improvement— 


„ Ranchmen’s Diffloulties—A Wonderful 


Country.

New York, February 2.—Major-General Han- 
cock, who nas just returned froma trip to Call- 
fornia, was visited yesterday by a correspondent 
ofthe Post-DisPpatcu, who congratulate® him 
upon the improved condition of nis health since 
he left here on December 3, thst. 

“Yes,” he said, I find my health very much 
better than it was before I went away, and I think 
I may say that I have completely recdvered, al- 
though the prime object of my recent trip was 
recreation and to be entirely rid of official care; 
yet 1 may say that I had a great de- 
sire tO again visits COalifornia. I had 
been all the way across the continent 
on horseback, and I wanted to try it dy rail.” 

“And which do you prefer, General?” 

“The influence of the great railroad lines,” 
said Gen. Hancock, “can hardly be estimated. 
They nave revolutionized the continent. The 
whoie Indian 8 that has for so long been 
vexing us will solved by the lines of transcon- 
tinental railroads. The vast influx of new set- 
lers mingling with and insensibly depriving the 
Indian of his hitherto exclusive character, the 
fechity with which large bodies of 4roops can be 
moved as compared with former years, all this 
will have a wonderful effect ou the Indians, and 
there willbe no more raids. Tie almost incon- 
ceivable change that I noticed in the country is

it were, caught up in a moment and transported 
to an available market.“ 
* “What route did you pursue, General?” 

“I went right through to San Francisco Stop- 

ing en route at Salt Lake, by way of the Union 

acific Railroad, and from there I think I visited 
almost every point of interest in botn Upper and 
Lower California. I went all through the Sonora 
aoa ‘San Rafael Valleys. It was twenty- 
two years since 1 had beeu in California, aud 1 
was, of course, prepared for a change, having 
read pretty much ali that has been written about 
that wonderful country, but | confess frankly that 
I was astounded, Where I lett a wilderness I 
found populous cities, with hotels and other 
buildings that are equai to any in the East. There 
is to be some little trouble about the feneing in 
relation to great cattle ranches. They are a 
sensible peopie out there, and I fancy they will 
settle it amicably.’ 

“Will you expiain, General, what you mean by

APPEALING TO FINK. 


The B. 4 O. Calis on the Trunk Line Com- 
missioner to Adjust a Difficalty. 
By Telegraph to the Post Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Fepruary 2.—The Baltimore & Onto 
Railroad Campany has given notice to Commis- 
sioner Fink that the rates on East bound freight 
are being cut by its competitors so generally as 
to warrant repressive action on his part or by the 
joint executive committee of the Trunk Line 
roads and their Western connections. Tne Com- 


missioner nas the right to inflict penalties 
in cases of this sort and, accord- 
ing tO a recent resolution ot the 
joint executive committee, he is authorized, 
upou the submission of proof of rate cutting, to 
make a schedule rate as low as the lowest cut 
rate. Itis understood that the Bahimore and 
Onio is prepared to preset proof in support of 
its charges, The last charge of the kind, eolpled 
witha 1 that the penalty of reduced sched- 
ule raies enforced, was made by the New 
York Central. At ihattime the committee en- 
deavored to shirk the responsibility of reducing 
the schedule upon the commissioner, and he in 
turn compelled that body todirect him specific- 
ally to enforce tbe pool reguiations. 
The reduced rates were in force 
for about a week, when, after the usual lecture 
by the Commissioner, the members of the Joint 
Executive Committee made the customary prom- 
ise 10 niaipiain rates. It ils underst that 
tue Baltimore and Ohio does not complain or 
bring Charges agaiast any road lu particular, but 
— nearly all of its competitors. The charges 
which were received on Thursday night were 
apparently considered of sufficient importance 10 
warrant the hasty summoning of a meeting of the 
vice-presiaétits of the trunk lines. The meeting 
was heid yesterday at the Commissioners’ office. 
The Baitimore and Ohio was represented by Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Harriot,Erie by Vice-Presiaent

A TAME LAUNCH. 


The Gorge Moves off With Much 
Noise but Little Mischief. 


Steamboat Owners Greatly Disappointed 
but Consolable—The River Open to 
Cairo—Scenes at the Break-Up. 


The boats in the harbor were emancipated 
about 9 é’clock last night from old winter’s thral 
dom, and their owners enjoyed the first easy sleep 
that has been vouchsafed them in two weeks. 
There is no reason to apprehend another danger 
of this kind till next year, and unless February 
shall prove excaptionaily cold, navigation will 


not again be obstructed between St, Louis and 
the Gulf this season, This morning the river 
presented an almost clear iace, but in the middle 
vf the channel a-iew tardy remnants of the great 
ice fleld which has for so long held a reign of 
terror straggied tardily along, carrying intermit- 
tent and shifting eargues ot black crows, which 
in chorus of a million voices bewail the- destruc- 
tion of a foraging ground that bad furnished them 
many afeast of offal, and dead and birds 
during a season when land haunts were barren. 

The steamboatmen wore a radiant aspect, and 
did not tire teiling of the great peril which their 
property had escaped. heav- 
ler and firmer than avy 
years, and had every floating thing 
barbor been crushed to kindling wood in its de- 
parture, there would have been less occasion for 
surprise than was afforded by the remarkabl 
small list of losses. Some idea of the stren 
avd nage | of the ice is affurded by a few gigan- 
tic cakes which were forced in on the shore back 
ofthe Anchor Line wharibvat and then aban- 
doned by their associates. These cakes have 4 
thickness of from four to six feet, and 
some of them would weigh as much as ten 
lous. Further up the steamer Maggie F. stand- 
ing high and dry on the stoue pavement of the 
levee, and careened over in a manner suggestive 
of a most disgraceful debauch, furuisues one 
more evidence of the terrible powers that were 
pDiaying arouud in the Great Father’s bosom, yes- 
terday, in search of something to destroy.

French National Songs—Creuzot, the Great 
lron Works of France, Where 11,000 Work- 
men are Employed—A French City of Pull- 
man—lInteresting Facts. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, January 16.—The consequences of 
associating with the Chinese is already tell- 
ing on France, as she continues to expel the 
“foreign devils.” The Germans have never 
been in the odor of sanctity since 1870, and 
the English and other dwellers beyond Meso- 
potamia are rapidly being similarly classed. 
This “lock-out” of the Stranger does not 
look hopeful for Victor Hugo’s European 
Republic, nor indeed is it maintaining what 
the French call their national hospitality. 
The anarchists have a more pellucid pro- 
gramme. They recognize as a man aud 
brother, whether he dwell at Indus or the 
Pole, all who aid to demolish society, and 
that can lodge lead pills in the fattest and 
most vital part of a bourgeois; then man to 
man, the wide world o’er, shall brothers be 
for a’ that.” During the First Revolution a 
journal appeared, and but one number, like 
the Idees Napoleon. It contained a project 
of law of two clauses: 1. Nothing exists. 
2. Nobody is intrusted with the carrying 
out of this decree. Its lines might be re- 


vived. 
CREUZOT. 


Creuzot is the most celebrated smelting 
works and iron foundry in France. Indeed, 
it ranks as an institution. This establish- 
ment has just dismissed its last batch about 
120—9f foreign work men. Among the latter 
are several Englishmen, wha, held skilled 
positions. Creuzotis notso much a factory 
as an iron world, for it e mploys directly and 
indirectly over 11,000 persons. Its opera- 
tions comprise the extraction and 
smelting of iron ore; the work- 
ing of coal mines; the manufacture of loco- 
motives, marine engines, rails, bridges, and 
various articles of domestic iron work—a 
kind of needle to an anchor ability. 

Creuzot is situated about nineteen miles 
southeast of Autun, in the department of the 
Saone-et-Loire; it is thus in the center of 


France, and in direct communication, by rail, 
river, and canal, with every corner of the 
realm. The Metallurgie Society of Creuzot 
was founded in 1782, under the auspices of: 
Louis XVI., who was shareholder for the 
moiety of capital; its object was to make iron 
with coke, after the process brought from 
England by Wiiliams-Wilxinson. The follow- 
ing year Marie Antoinette established glass 
works in the neighborhood and which later 
became the now famous establishment Bac- 
carat. 

‘The Creuzot Society was ruined by the Na- 
poleon wars; it was putup for sale in 1808, 
and bought for 950,000 francs. An Engiish 
firm took the works in band twenty years 
later, but failed. Ultimately 

THE SCHNEIDER BROTHERS 

bought up the serip, aud itis now the prop- 
erty of that family, being directed by young 
Ifenri Schneider and his brother-iu-law. 
The late M. Senneider, who was President 
of the Corps Legislatif under the Second 
Empire, a sharp, shrewd, rosy little French- 
man, Quickly took in the natural advantages 
of hissproperty, his social position and po- 
litical connections. He decided that in or- 
der to make Creuzot national he must com- 
mence by making it Eugiish. French arti- 
zans were intelligent and theorish, but they 
were deficientin practical ability and ex- 
perience. ‘The result of his visit to E..gland 
in 1846 was to arrange for a steady supply of 
English skilled workmen and the most im- 
proved machinery and tools. 

Next followed almost the reconstruction 
of tie works; furnaces, coke ovens, found- 
ries, rolling wills, tactories and feeding rail- 
ways. The mineral concession is at Mazena, 
twenty-seyen miles from Creuzot, and in- 
cludes a surface of nine square miles; the 
coal beds concession embrace a surface ol 
forty square miles, and tue establisiment is 
built oun them. ‘The water supply is abund- 
ant. ‘She premises cover 300 acres, of which 
215 acres are actuaily under. buildings. It 
has railway ines, including running powers 
over a part of the Lyons railway, amounting 
to 106 miles; has twenty locomotives in its 
service, and 600 wagons. About 300,000 tons 
of iron ore, and thesame of coal, are annual- 
ly extracted. Pernaps one-third of the out- 
put of the ore, 100,000 tons, represents the 
yearly product of manufactured metal, of 
which 60,000 tons are raiis, 10,000 sheet, and 
30,000 turged iron. rome 130 jucomotives are 
built during the year, besides steam boilers, 
m:rine engines, barges, bridges, pumps, etc., 
representing a total of some 40,000,000 francs 
of affairs. 

THE VEIN OF ORE 

is rich and as thick as two yards in the deep- 

est mine. Creuzot receives ore from other 

regions of France, from the Isle of Elba, aud 

from Algeria. Tne coal is found at the sur- 

face of the soil in some places, but the best 
is from mines about 1,300 yards in depth. It 
is a good all-roundcoal, but to make excei- 
lent coke it has to be mixed with the fat- 
ter’ coal from Saint Etienne. The ovens 
e nvert 1.200 tons of coal daily into 900 tons 
ofcoke. T'nere are thirty Nasmyth ham- 
mers, and sixteen blast turnaces. The pud- 
diers earn eight francs aday. 

Creuzot made the first iocomotive in F rance 
for a home railway; that comet“ has dis- 
appeared. Ths factory supplies Eastern 
Europe with a good deal of railroad rolling 
stuck, and aims rather to have old 
orders renewed than to take new ones; this 
saves fresh designs. At Mazemey the min- 
ers are a comfortable fraternity, live on 
white bread, beef and wine; they can have a 
special villa and garden for SUL a year, or 
can be bearded, lodged, and washing sup- 
plied, for 42f per mouth, ‘There is a canteen 
for the sale of provisions, cooked or un- 
cooked, Of the total 11,000 work people, 
1,400 are employed in tie ore, and 1.500 in 
the coal mines, There is a btanch estabiish- 
ment at Chalons, mainly devoted to the pro- 
duction of girders fur bridges, etc. 

Every facility has been provided for the 
educational and recreative wants of the pop- 
ulation. There are no police; uot two con- 
victions in the year take place; illegitimacy 
is one-half less than are the natucal children 
in Paris, and the various trades live togeth- 
er harmoniously. At the close of the Second 
Empire the celebrated Socialist Assy created 
a little restlessness; he was soon attracted 
to Paris and drawn into the vortex of the 
Commune. He is now amnestied, aud the 
owner of alittle Creuzot establishment in 
New Caledonia.

longa vita brevis. notice the Anarchists 
having repudiated the Marseillaise, as about 
on apar with Partant Pour la Syrie, have 
fallen back on the Carmagnole. 
. THE CARMAGNOLE 
is the famous revolutionary dancing song, 
which the sans-culottes chanted during the 
wars of the first Republic. It is erroneously 
supposed to derive its name from the village 
of Carmagnola, near the Po, io Italy. when 
taken by the French But the latter did not 
enter that town, which they did with- 
out striking a blow, till 1796, while the sung 
was popular in France in 1791. It is sup- 
posed to originate from a peculiar jacket 
worn by Italian workmen, and also by the 
laboring classes of Marseilles. When the re- 
lief army of the latter city marched on Paris, 
the carmagnula was the predominatin 
article of dress. It consisted of a jacket wit 
Short skirts, a high collar and several rows 
of metailic buttous. It was the costume of a 
true blue Republican. The Montagnards 
selected it as a party dress at the close of 
May, 1793. Like the Purygian cap, it was 
the sign of equality, and so worn by the rep- 
resentatives of the people. 

However, the full dress“ carmagnole 
toilette was a pair of black woolen panta- 
loons, dieto colored vest, and then 
the jacket as above, in tri-color 
or scariet material, with the red cap. 
But after the 9th thermidor it was suuceeded 
by the Incroyables’ costumes of the Di- 
rectolre, 

Imported into Paris, the Carmagnole be- 
caine immensely popular ; it was sung aud 
danced to around trees of liberty” and 
“altars of the country.” Asin the South of 
France, all joined in this revolutionary Sir 
Roger de Coverley; old and young, rich and 
poor, judges, generals and deputies. Na- 
boleon J. expunged it from the repertoire of 
military music, as did his nephew the Marsel- 
laise. But it was revived when the allies 
entered Paris. The name of the poet and 
the musician are unknown, and its most 
Satirical verses are directed against Marie 
Antoinette, designated Mme. Veto, as she 
was believed to veto all her husbaud's good 
resohitions. The song has been severely 
judged, ranked by some even as a musical 
obscenity, smelling of blood, and recalling 
the tiger and the panther. It is the anthem 
of the guillotine. Itis to be hoped, then, it 
will not become popular. It Makes the flesh 
creep. 

ca ira_ is often 2 with the 
Carmagnole. The fofmer was composed 
first, and was likewise immensely popular. 
It was rather destined to celebrate the tak- 
ing of the Bastile. It was the song executed 
by 200,000 Parisians—men, women, children, 
clergy, nuns and nobles, who, to illustrate 
equality, became “navvies,”’ wheeled earth, 
used pick, shovel and spade tor the Champ 
de Mars fete of June, 1790. cd ira was 
adapted to a very pleasing air, the Carillon 
National, composed by Becourt. Marie 
Antoinette used to execute it on 
her harpsichord; later it beat her fu- 
neral march to the seaffvld. A wander- 
ing minstrel named Ladre is said to have, 
written it; others attributed its origin to 
Benjamin Franklin, who, when asked how 
the war of independence was progressing, 
replied gu ira: a good-humored, going on 
very well, as we at present familiarly say; 
comme ga or ga boulatie; not bad; so 80. 
fhe dtotum became a gong,a cry of vengeance 
and of faith.

THE ROMANY RACK, 


The Religion, Habits and Morals of the 


Gypsys. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

The only living American who has any in- 
timate knowledge of the language, history 
and customs of the mysterious gypsy is 
Charles Godfrey Leland, the distinguished 
author of this city. 

Although**HansBreitmann” has spent many 
vears of his life in Philaqelphia, his person. 
al appearance is not generally known. A 
parently, he is about 50 years of age. tle 
wears a full, long, flowing iron-gray beard. 
His gray hair is closely cut. The forehead 
is broad and full. His dark, restless and 
sharp eyes glisten from under high-arched 
evebrows. Mr. Leland’s manner is free and 
kind. He is nervous, and his hands are for- 
everin motion. 

“Oh, yes, I do know considerable about 
the gypsies,” he said in the course of con- 
versation. ‘“‘I was with them constantly for 
several years in England, and even now, in 
America, I see some of that queer folk near- 
ly every week. The way I came to know 
them was through my studying philology. 
For months I spent entire days in their 
tents, using only the Romany language. By 
the bye, their language is the best index of 
their origin. The gypsy is unquestionably 
a Hindoo. The European gypsies of to-day 
have retained much of their race character 
istics. But they are amalgamating more or 
less with other races. They thrive better in 
America than elsewhere. In England the 
passage of the enclosure act virtually abol- 
ished all commous, aud so the gypsy has now 
no place to pitch his tent unless he becomes 
a trespasser. The fact is that the great in- 
crease of population there of 26,000,000 of 
people in that small country necessarily put 
astop to gypsy encampments. Now very 
many live in cities during winter sea- 
son. In summer they resuwe their nomadic 
career. 

Their avocation for the most part is horse. 
dealing and fortune telling. They have the 
reputation of stealing horses. They don’t 
deserve it. I regard the gypsy as a very 
much more honest character than many 
Christian folks of a superior standing and 
higher culture. Many people think they 
steal household articles. I am sure they 
don’t. Why. if an article is missed within 
five miles of a gypsy tent, th 


Besides, there is no need. Ali 
The men are ve 
shrewd horse-traders, and they earn 
considerable money at the bus- 
iness. The women always find su- 
perstitious people from whom to extract 
money for telling their fortunes. Their hab- 
its are economical, and their mode of life 
very inexpensive. The gypsy never cares 
about personal surroundings. Even the old 
taste for fancy costumes is disappearing, if 
it has not entirely disappeared. 

How many gypsies there are I cannot 
say. I was only able to trace about one hun- 
dred family names in England. Most of 
those have representatives in America, 
Thére are a few Spanish gypsies here also, 
but the at buik are of English stock. 
Most of the older folks in America now were 
born in England. Only the younger genera- 
tions are natives, The Scotch gypsies are of 
a higher class; but they are not nnmerous 
now. Irish gypsies? Yes, there are some few. 

“They are for the most part tinkers or 
tinklers. They have a dialect of their own, 
which [am the first philological discoverer ot. 
The only mention of it in literature is b 
Shakspeare, who makes Prince Hal — 4 4 
can talk with the tinker in his own dialect. 
The diaiect is called the Shelta. e time 
ago I saw an Irishman tinkering in the back 
yard of my house. I went up and addressed 
him in Romany. He replied in that tongue 
without showing the least surprise. I then 
addressed him in the Shelta. He at once ex- 
hibited unfeigned surprise. The fellow told 
me he knew very few who spoke the dialect, 
and that he was surprised to find me usei 
From him I learned much more of the dial 
than I had known. I wade his instructions 
to me the basis of a chapter in a work on the 

ypsies. A London journalist said that the 
7 — had poked otf an ancient Irish dia- 
lect on me. I jokingly reproved my instruc- 
tor in tbe Shelta. Be da, said he, witha 
strong Ir.sh accent, if there was but one 
language, as you think, would 1 have been 
after learning two?’ ‘The Irish gypsy is a 
half-breed. They are ali tinkers. 

Tue religion of the gypsy was pure athe- 
ism. They are the only absolute atheists I 
ever met. But now, however, in Eugland, 
they are begiuning to practice forma! 
ligion. Some of them have the babies ba 
tized, and others affect legal marriage. With 
this change may come a love of civilized and 
cuitured pursuits, As far as I can trace no 

ypsy has risen in literature, art, or science, 
Iowever, if he should, it would be difficult 


prevent it. 


Gypsies are rich. 


to prove, for pride would hide the origin. It 


is said that Daniel Webster and Hanni 
Hamlin were of gypsy descent. I do not be- 
lieve the assertion had good foundation, 
President Lincoin certainly did look like a 
gypsy, and yet I know no reason to assert 
that he sprang from those strange people 
With these amalgamations with gentiles 
comes also a desire to settle down.

This is also delicious if baked ina 
loaf, with a large eup of chopped raisins in 
it; put them in last, re-erving a little of the 
flour to sprinkle over them. 


Excellent breakfast cakes are made of 
three eggs, one teaspoonful of sugar, one 
coffee cup of sweet milk, one cup of warm 
water, three tablespoonfuls of yeast, flour 
enough to make a stiff batter. Leave the 
whites of the eggs until the batter has risen, 
then add them: a pinch of salt is needed. If 
started the night before, these cakes are de- 
liclous. They will be as light as puffs.

With the knewlodge of his position on the 
tariff question, Mr. Buchanan received the 
nomination ot the Democratic party and was 
elected. In his inaugurai, March 1857. the 
President said: , 

“It is beyond all question the true principle 
that no more revenue ought to be collected 
from the people than the amount necessary 
to defray the expenses of a wise, economi- 
cal and efficient administration of the Gov- 
ernment. To reach this point it was neces- 
sary to resort to a modification of the tarltf. 
and this has, I trust, been accomplished in 
such a manner as to do as little injury as 
may be practicable to our domestic manufac- 
tures, especially those necessary to the de- 
fense of the country. Any discrimination 
4 a particular branch for the purpose 
of benefiting favored corporations, individu- 
als or interests, would have been unjust to 
the rest of the community and inconsistent 
with that spirit of fairness and equality 
which ought to govern in the adjustment of 
arevenue tariff.“ 

Mr. Buchanan was the last Democratic 
President up to the present time, and it is 
thus seen that all the Presidents elected by 
the Democracy, or who, before the establish- 
ment of the Democratic party were control- 
ed by the broad constitutional and patriotic 
principles on which the Democratic party is 
founded, favored such tariff duties as the 
revenues needed for the support of the Gov- 
erument warrant, so framed and imposed as 
to afford the most equal and just protection 
to home industry.

tariff’ question. John C. Calhoun was de- 
nounced by the Whigs as a Free Trader. | 
But he framed and carried the tariff of 1816, 
ably maintaing the constitutionality and 
expediency of protection in his speech in ad- 
vocacy of the measure. Against this tariff 
New England casta majority of her votes. 
In February, 1833, Mr. Calhoun voted in the 
Senate for the tariff bill introduced by that 
apostie of protection, Henry Clay, as a com- 
promise between excessive protection and 


revenue incidental protection. He was, how- 
ever, always opposed to extreme protection, 
beyond the needs of the Government. He | 
denied the right to impose duties except tor 
revenue, or to make discriminations except | 
on revenue principles. He denied, also, the 
right of raising revenue but for the consti- 
tutional and honest objects of Government. 

Gulian C. Verplanck had in the preceding | 
December introduced in the House a reveuue 
tariff bill which gave a protective duty of 15 
to 20 per cent. to the h me manufacturer. 

Silas Wright mainly framed and supported 
the tariff of 1825, then the highest protective 
tariff ever levied in this country, and which 
received the support of Martin Van Buren 
and the great mass of Jackson Democrats 
from the free States, while Massachusetts 
voted against it. 

Daniel S. Dickinson, then a United States 
Senator and Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, supported the revenue tariff with in- 
cidental protection of 1846. 

Vice-President George M. Dallas was, like 
Buchanan, a Pennsylvania Protectionist. 

So downto the prominent Democrats of 
the present day, to Tilden, Payne, Hoadly, 
Carlisle, Hewitt. Bayard, the leading states- 
men ot the party have been and are for the 
principle of an honest tariff for revenue pur- 
poses with incidental protection to home in- 
dustries. 


WHAT THE HISTORY OF TARIFF LEGISLA- 


TION BLOWS, 


The history of tariff legislation establish- 
es the position of the Democracy on the 
question. It also proves that at no period 
has the issue between extreme protection 
without regard to the requirements of reve- 
nue and protection incidental to the imposi- 
tion of duties necessary to provide a revenue 
been a distinct party issue between the two 
great political divisions. Interests and sec- 
tions have drawn men to one side or the 
other without reference to party lines. Whig 
and Democratic politicians in former days, 
like Democratic and Republican politicians 
in the present day, have taken their posi- 
tions in accordance with the popularity of 
extreme protection or incidental protection 
among their immediate constituents. In 
every tariff that has been adopted the polit- 
ical parties have been more or less divided 
tn their own households. 

In 1789 it became the pressing necessity of 
Congress to provide means to carry on the 
Government. Madison proposed a tariff bill 
in which specific duties were imposed on 
certain articles of general consumption and 
on other importa an ad valorem duty of 5 
per cent. Hamilton favored an ad valorem 
duty on all importations. It soon became 
evident that there was to be a general stryg- 
gle on the part of different interests to sechre 
the greatest advantages from the tariff. Pro- 
hibitory duties were proposed on a variety 
of articles, while a free-trade element was 
found among those who engaged in tom- 
merce, mainly in the New Enugiand States. 
But while the discussion Was going on pe- 
titions flowed freely into Congress in favor 
of a revenue system, the object of which 
should be to fuster domestic industry while 
supplying the wants of the Government.“ 

Finally Congress adopted a law which 
recoguized the principle of a tariff for rev- 
enue with incidental protection. 

The preamble of the tariff of 1789 de- 
clared :. Whereas, it is necessary for the 
support of the Government, fur the dis- 
charge of the debts of the United States, 
and the encouragement and protection of 
manufactures, that duties be laid on goods, 
wares and merchandises imported.“ ete. The 
law was to remain in foree until 1796, and the 
duties levied under it were specific as well as 
ad valorem, and were estimated to be equiv- 
alent to au 8% per cent. ad valorem rate. 

The act oj 1789 contained no prohibitory 
duties, but says tie Democratic Review in 
one of its early papers, “tiie idea of inci- 
dental protection that the necessary duties 
would afford to the manufacturers, started 
into fife during the war, was held out to 
counteract in some de the popular pre- 


judices against all taxation.” 


The men who were nearest to and par- 
takers in the establishment of the Govern- 
ment and the framing of the Constitution 
recognized these two great principles:

This was used by some as an argument 
against protection. If we are an agricultural 
country, they asked, why not let labor seek 
Its reward in the soil? But the agricultur- 
ists were not Free-Traders. They under- 
stood that the encouragement of manufact- 
ures, by furnishing another field for labor, 
would protect them froin over-crowding and 
the consequent depression of wages, 

In 1790 at the second session of the same 
Congress, the tariff was revised and adii- 
tional duties imposed to meet the obliga- 
tions incurred by the Assumption act and 
other measures. The first tariff had been a 
success and had greatly, increased the con- 
fidence of Congress in.this source of revenue. 
It had produceu in thirteen months, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1790, the sum of. $1,900,000. But 
there was no thought of the act increasing 
the duties except as a revenue act. The 
Government required more money, and the 
jolicy of raising it by a revenue tariff with 
1 protection had gained in popu- 
arity. 

In 1792 the tariff again underwent revision 
and increase to meet the necessities of rve- 
nue. ‘Considerable complaint made at 
the constant additions to the burdens of com- 
merece, and such frequent changes in the rate 
of duties. But the answer was that the reve- 
nues for the support of the Government 
must be raised in some manner, and no bet- 
ter system could be devised than one which 
was steadily encouraging the growth of our 
home manufactures, and promoting the in- 
dustry, wealth and substantial independence 
ol the country. 

The duties levied under the first tariff had 
been equivalent to an ad valorem duty of 8% 
per cent. Under the second tariff they were 
equivalent toll per cent ad valorem, and 
under the third tarin to 13% per cent. 

Between 1780 aud 1816—a period of twenty- 
six years—seventeen tariff acts were passed, 
generally and steadily raising the duties im- 
posed. 

In 1812, asa war measure, an additional 
duty of 100 per cent. to the perinanent duties 
imposed by law on imports was added, with 
10 per cent. extra for goods imported in for- 

ign vessels. These duties were to be col- 
ected until one year after conc'usion of 
peace with Great Britain. which would have 
been until February 17, 1816. Alter the ciose 
of the war it began to be questioned whether 
at that date all duties wouid not cease unless 
some legislation intervened. This gave birth 
to the new tariff. 
THE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF OF 1816. 

The tariff of 1816 was framed by Secretary 
of the Treasury Dallas, the fether of 
George M. Dallas. subsequently Demo- 
cratic Vice-President of the United States. 
The finances were in a bad condition. The 


expenditures of the year were estimated as 


Ar. 


greater than the revenues would cover. 


Dallas proposed to raise the revenues by an 


increased tariff and to repeal the obnoxious 
internal taxes on domestic manulactures, 
which had been a war measure. The aver- 
age increase was 42 per cent above the old 
rates preceding the war aod arranged with 
particuiar reference to the encouragement o 
home industries. After considerable debate 
the duties on wovolens and cottons were 
fixed at 25 per cent, to be reduced after three 
years to 20 per cent. The duty on rolled and 
bar iron and anchors was $30 per ton; on bar 
and bolt iron not rolled, $7; on sheets, rods 
and hoops, $50 per ton. Ou brown sugar the 
duty was uxed in favor of the Louisiana 
planters at three cents per pound, and on 
loaf sugar at 12 cents. On silks, stuff goods 
and biankets 15 per cent ad valorem was 
fixed. A number of articles were subjected 
to 20 per cent ad valorem duties, and ona 
mass of articles the rates were fixed witha 
view to revenue only, 

This protective tariff! was introduced by 
Lowndes, of South Carolina, and supported 
on the floor by Calhoun, while Daniel Webs- 
ter and most of the New England men op- 
posed it, 

Here we have the Democratic element 
in favor of protection and the old Whig 
or present Republican element in opposition. 

The tariff of 1816 had provided for a 
graduai decline of the tax on cotton and 
woolen goods; but bya subsequent act of 
1818, the time at which the reduction was to 
take place was deferred until 1826 and the 
duty on bar iron was raised from $9 to $15 
per ton. The duties on pig iron, manufact- 
ures of copper and silver, and other articies 
were also increased. 

The history of the tariff of 1816 shows dis- 
tinctly how men ranged themselves on the 
question without regard to political ques- 
tions and uuder the lufluence of apecial in- 
terests or the claims of locality. Few Eu- 
giand members opposed the tariff because at 
that time the interests of the section were 
chietly commercial. Kentucky favored pro- 
tection because she was interested in hemp- 
growing and the manufacture of cotton bag- 
ging. Pennsvivanias iron interests made 
her always fo: protection. The Southern 
members were geucrally in favor of the bill. 

Throughout the debate on the tariff of 1816 
there was no departure from the principle 
that the duties imposed were needed for the 
support of the Government, and that the bill 
was a revenue measure, in carrying out 
which the best possibie protection consistent 
with the amount of revenue to be raised 
should be extended to American manufact- 
ures. But it was the highest protective 
tariff that had up to that time been framed, 
excepting war measures. The first tariff 
bill had been equivaient to an average duty 
of 8% percent. For the last three years of 
its operation the duties levied under the ta r- 
iff of 1816 were equivaient to an average rate 
of 30 per cent on dutiabie imports, 

Henry Clay, who had early taken position 
as a Protectionist on the proposition during 
his first year in the House, 1800, to give pre- 
ference to articles of American growth and 
manufacture in the purchase of cordage, 
sall-cloth and other munitwas of war, took 
strong ground in favor of this tariff. 

The extreme Protectionists had their ap- 
petite whetied by this tariff and some at- 
tempts were made to increase duties. A 
variety of causes had led to the depression 
of business generally, but except in an in- 
crease on iron in 1818 and a reduction on 
wines the following year, the tariff, which 
had sorely disappointed the manufacturers, 
remained in operation until 1824. In 1820, 
1822 and 1823, however, attempts were made 
to iucrease the duties on imports generally, 
and particularly to provide protection for 
some special interests. But they did not 
succeed. The idea of protection for the 
sake of protection had, however, taken root 
and entered into the tariff of 1824. 

THE TARIFF OF 1824 AND 1828. 


When the debate on the taritf of 1824 took 
place the South had become generally op- 
posed to extreme protection. The bill was 
franted on the protective principle. 
Daniel Webster was still a sturdy opponent. 
Mr. Buchanan was one of the strongest ad- 
vucates of the bill, which he did in any other 
light than that of fair protection incidental 
to revenue. In a speech Mr. Buchanan said: 
“I will never consent to adapt a general re- 
strict. ve system. because the agricultural class 
of the community would then be left atthe 
mercy of the manufacturers. The interest 
of the many would then be sacriticed to pro- 
mote the wealth of the few. The farmer, 
in addition to the premium which he would 
be compelied to pay the manufacturer, would 
have also to sustain the expense of the Gov- 
ernment. If this bill proposed a system 
which leads to such abuses, it should not 
receive my support. If 1 could for a single 
moment believe that this bill would com- 
pel the agricultural to bow down before the 
manulacturing interests, I should consider 
myself a traitor to my country in giving it 
auy support.” 

The tariff of 1824 passed the House by a 
vote of 107 to 102, showing a pretty even di- 
vision in the sentiment of the country. Yet 
probaJly not a vote cast in the negative was 
a free-trade vote, or would have becn with- 
held from a tariff more moderately protec- 
tive, or rather more free from what were by 
some 2 as unfair discriminations ja 
favor special Interests. The New Eu- 
* 


ane States gave fifteen votes for the bil 


and twenty-three against it, The Southern 
and Southwestern States gave only two 
votes for it. The duties it imposed were on 
an average equal to 37 per cent. 

The tariff of 1824 had scarcely become a 
law when the agitation for greater protec- 
tion commen The Harrisburg Conven- 
tion demanding an increase in the tariff was 
held in 1827, and in 1828 a new bill was intro- 
duced in Congress. A taritf lobby nad now 
grown up and assumed considerable dimen- 
sions, and the bill was brought forward as a 
New Engiand or Adams measure. The de- 
bate was protracted and spirited, and the 
bill was considerably changed from its 
original form, whieh had been shaved on the 
Harrisburg recommendations. As passed it 
was, however, the highest tariff that had 
ever been levied in this country, its average 
rate of duty being equivalent to 41 per cent. 

The duty on molasses under the act was 10 
cents per galion; on wool 4 cents per pound 
and 40 per cent. to increase 5 per cent. annu- 
ally until 50 per cent. was reached; on bar- 
iron not rolied, 822 40 per ton; if rolled, $37 
per ton; and on hemp, $45 per ton. These 
were a few of its features. It passed the 
House by a vote of 105 to 94, there being in 
the affirmative 61 Adams and 44 Jackson 
votes, and in the negative 35 Adams and 59 
Jackson votes. 

Thus the political divisions were com plete- 

ly broken upin the vote and the lines that 
divided parties were swept away. 
The bill owed its principal features to 
Silas Wright, and received the support of 
Silas Wright, Martin Van Buren and James 
Buchanan. Daniel Webster appeared as a 
Protectionist in favor of the bill, stating that 
New Eugland had been forced into manu- 
factures by the policy adopted in 1824 in 
apse of her protests, and he now protested 
that the investments into which she had 
er drawn should not be satisfied. He 
said: 

The present measure is pronounced to be 
exclusively for the benefit of New England, 
to be brought forward by heragency and de- 
signed to gratify the cupidity of her wealthy 
establishments. ‘The opinion of New En- 
gland up to 1824 was founded in the convic- 
tion that on the whole it was wisest and 
best, both for herself and others, that manu- 
facturers should make haste slowly. She 
feit reluctance to trust great interests on 
the foundation of Government patronage. 
But the act of 1624 settled the policy of the 
country. What then was New England to 
do?’ Was she to deny herself the use of her 
advantages, natural and acquired? Was she 
longer to resist what she could no longer 
prevent, or seeing the policy of the Govern- 
ment thus settled and fixed, to accommodate 
to it as well as she could her own pursuits 
and her own industries?” 

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 

In 1830 it was found that the revenues 
were too large, auc the national debt was 
being paid too rapidly. 

Those statesmen who respected the Con- 
stitution, alth »ugh favoring protection, saw 
then, as the same class see now, that justice 
tothe people and a strict adherence to con- 
stitutional requirements, dictated a reduc- 
tion of Unnecessary taxation and a haltin 
the forced and unhealthy payment of the 
debt. 

Who stood forward with the first proposi- 
tion of retrenchment in taxation and re- 
ae in the Administration’s financial! poli- 
cy 

Henry,Clay of Kentucky, the alleged cham- 
pion of extreme protection! 

In May, 1830, Mr. Ciay submitted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

That the existing duties upon articles im- 
ported from foxeign countries, and not com- 
ing in competition with similar articles 
made or produced within the United States, 
oughtto be forthwith abolished, except the 
duties upon wines and silks, and that those 
ought to be reduced; and that the Commit- 
tee on Finance de instructed to report a bill 
accordingly.” 

Hayne of South Carolina moved an amend- 
ment that dujies should be generally so re- 
duced as to bring the revenues duwn to tne 
expenses of the Government. The Clay res- 
olution passed the Senate; but a bill framed 
in conformity with it was laid on the table. 

In January, 1832, Henry Clay again tntro- 
duced a resoiutien for a modification of the 
tariff. It was referred to the Committee on 
Manufactures, of which Mahion Dickerson 
of New Jersey was chairman. Mr. Dicker- 
son was a States Rights Democrat. The re- 
port drawn by Mr. Dickerson declared the 
purposes to be “to raise a sufficient revenue 
tor all the exigencies of the Government and 
to give an adequate protection to those man- 
ufacturers which it was intended incident- 
ally to protect by the imposition of the du- 
ties recommended.“ The committee (Demo- 
cratic) believed that no ultimate equalization 
of duties could be adopted without serious 
injury tothe country, which should leave 
our manufactures without adequate protec- 
tion. The reductions they proposed, chietly 
on coffee, tea, spices, indigo, dye-stulfs, etc., 
were estimated at $5,660,000, 

John Beli of Tennessee favored the reduc- 
tion of the tariff on revenue principles, as 
well as on the ground of the unequal opera- 
tion of the existing duties. 

The New Englanders, haying tasted the 
sweets of special protection, brought for- 
ward the argument that, protection having 
been given, it could not be withdrawn with- 
out a Violation of public honor. 

Tue bill was passed, and the duty on tea 
and cotfee was removed entirely when im- 
ported in American vessels, while the gen- 
eral reduction was from 30 to 36 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Here is an instance in which Whigs and 
Democrats passed a revenue bill with inci- 
dental protection of an extreme character, 
and Whigs and Democrats opposed it, Yet 
the advocates of excessive and special pro- 
tection Were then ready to denounce the sup- 
porters of the bill as free traders. 

The following session President Jackson 
recommended a still further reduction of the 
tariff on the ground that the duties existing 
would produce too much revenue. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury prepared a bill in eon- 
sequence, placing duties on nearly the same 
scale as in 1816 and 1818. A howl was imme- 
diately raised by the extreme protectionists 
against free trade,“ but one man saw the 
matter in its true light. 

HENRY CLAY AS A REVENUE REFORMER. 

Henry Clay again coneeded the propriety 
and duty of conforming the tariff to the re- 
quirements of revenue, and brought forward 
a compromise which was accepted by the 
— — the 1 and was 
adopted by a large majority. 

Mr. Clay’s act provided that after the year 
1833 the duties inposed on foreign imports 
by the act of July, 1832, exceeding 20 per 
eent, should be reduced to the extent of one- 
tenth of the excess; after the years 1835, 
1837 and 1839 respectively a further de- 
duction of one-tenth of the excess; two years 
thereafter a further deduction of one-half 
the remainder of the excess, and after the 
year 1842 the residue of the excess was to be 
deducted. 1 

By some of the “howling dervishes” of the 
present day Heary Clay would have been de- 
nounced for this act as a Free Trader. 

Tue tariff of 1832, as modified by Henry 
Clay In 1883, and which nas been called by 
the special Protectionists a free-trade meas- 
ure, CONtinued until 1842. Duging the ten 
years u violent fivancial convulsion had 
shaken the country and business was greatly 
depressed.

The Whigs had a majority of ten in the 
Senate and thirty-seven in the House. 
SILAS WRIGHT 8S TARIFF OF 1842. 

The tarift of 1842 was passed in the House 
by a vote of 105 to 103—a majority of two, 
and in the Senate by a vote of 24to 23—a 
majority of one vote. 

{n the House twenty, Democrats voted for 
the tariff and thirty-eight Whigs voted 
against it. 

In the Senate eight Whigs voted against 
the bill, and the one majority which alone 
saved the tariff was cast by Silas Wright! 

It is therefore a falsification of history to 
pretend that the tariff of 1842 wasa Whi 
tariff. It was supported by portions of bot 
parties and opposed by portionsof both 
parties, 

It was in fact more of a Democratic than a 
Whig tariff, for it was passed by Democratic 
votes, and the Democrats were in the miuor- 
ity in both houses. 

‘Yet the persistent political attempt has 
been made to persuade the public that the 
Democratic party isa free trade party and 
is opposed to protection on the false repre- 
sentation that opposed the tariff of 1842. 

Then as now Democracy favored a tariff for 
revenue with incidental, protection to Amer- 
ican industries. 

In 1844 James K. Polk was elected despite 
the violent assaults made on the party as 
Free-Traders. He had deciared his priu- 
ciple on the tariff to be revenue duties with 
incidental protection to American indus- 
tries. ‘ : 

In 1846 the Administration took strong 


than that of 1842. It was insisted that the 
duties ranging from 1 per cent. to more than 
200 per cent. made unfair discriminations 
and threw the burden on labor aud the poorer 
classes. Articles of prime necessity or of 
coarse quality and low price used by the 
masses of the people, were subjected to 
heavy duties, while articles of ine ye wd 
and high prices used by the rich were lightly 
Laxed. 

The Secretary of the Treasury adopted the 
principle that no more should be collected 
than the wants of the Gogernment demand- 
ed, that maximum duties Should be imposed 
on luxuries and that duties arrangd for rev- 
enue, should be so imposed as to operate as 
equally as possible throughout the Union 
and upon the different classes, 

The tariff bill of 1846 was introduced and 
gave rise toa hot debate. It provided ad 
valorem duties arranged in schedules, It was 
bitterly denounced by the extreme and spe- 
cial protectionists as a Locofoco free-trade 
law,“ and the interests which had become 
mighty in the lobby were euraged when they 
found themselves powerless to stop its pass- 
age. 

THE TARIFF OF 1846. 

The new tariff, like that of 1844, was sup- 
porte i by Democrats and Whigs and opposed 

y Whigs and Democrats. Tuqparties were 
divided, as they always had been, on the 
tariff measures. Jacob Brinkerhoff, a prom- 
ineut Ohio Democrat, was one of the fiercest 
denouncers of the bill in the House. The bill 
received 114 Democratic and Whig votes in 
its favor in the House and $4 in the negative. 
There were 135 Democrats aud 76 Whigs aud 
6 native Americans in the House. 

In the Senate there were 30 Democrats and 
25 Whigs, with one vacancy. The bill was 
passed in the Senate by one majority—yeas, 
28; nays, 27. 

By whose vote was the tariff of 1846 thus 
made a law 

By the vote of Mr. Jarnagin, a Whig Sen- 
ator from Tennessee 

So the tariff of 1846, so much denounced as 
a Democratic free-trade act, was actually 
made a law by the Whigs! 

The law was a success as a revenue meas- 
ure. It had been estimated to yield annu- 
ally $25,500,000. In. 1847-48 it ylelded $31,- 
757,000; in 1850-51 it yielded $49,000,000, aud 
five years later increased to $54,000,000, 

The excess of revenue aud the decrease of 
the debt satistied everybody of the necessity 
of a change. The extreme Protectionists 
rallied and sought to decrease the revenues 
70 prohibitory duties. But Congress, in 

arch, 1857, reduced the duties to the extent 
of 20 to 25 per cent. ad valorem,and increased 
the free list. 

The tariff of 1846 had imposed ad valorem 
duties on spirits, brandies, liquors, etc., in 
schedule A of 100 per cent.; on articles in 
schedule I of 40 per cent.; in schedule B, the 
principal list, ot 30 per cent.; in schedule D 
of 25 per cent.; in sehedule E (an extensive 
list) of 20 per ceut., and so on down to 5 ver 
cent. And this had been called free trade!“ 

The panic of 1857 threw business into con- 
fusion and the revenues under the decreased 
tariff feil below the requirements of the 
Government. g 

Mr. Buchanan was President, and in his 
messages of 1888 and 1859 he recommended 
an increase of duties aud a return to specific 
duties. A bill in accordance with these 
views was prepared and passed the House of 
Representatives by a vote of 105 Democrats 
and Repubiicans to 64, It was known as 
the Morrill tariff, but failed to reach a final 
vote in the Senate. 

Then came 1860 with its serious troubles, 
and the unhappy war. In 1861, after the 
Southern Senators had seceded, the Buchan- 
an-Morrill tariff bill was passed by the 
Senate. It raised the duties of 1846 about 
one-third. 

This bill was treated in debate from the 
point of revenue only. It only lasted four 
months. The extreme protectionists had 
seen their af ene The hungry lobby 
crowded the National Capitol. A bill was 
passed in August of the same year increas- 
ing duties at once. In the following Decem- 
ber the duties on tea, coffee and sugar were 
increased. From this time until 1870 eon- 
stant changes were made in the tariff under 
various pretexts, every one of which covered 
a special job. The tariff was a source of 
revenue to the specially favored interests 
and to the Congressmen as well as to the 
Government. 

This review of the tariff’s history shows: 

That the question of a tariff was never a 
party issue. : 

That the Democrats were always, as a 
body, in favor of duties upon imports to pro- 
vide revenue for the * of the General 
Government, with such an adjustment of 
these duties as to encourage the develop- 
ment of the industrial interests ot the whole 
country. 
That Whigs like Henry Clay, who favored 
protection, were believers in the Constitu- 
tion and made that protection an lucident of 
the constitutional power to ralse revenue 
by taxation for the support of the Govern- 
iment. 

There was never any free trade element 
worthy of consideration in the Democratic 
party and not nearly so much as there now 
1 the Republican party. a 

hat extreme —— 4 discriminating 
in favor of special interests is a fungus of 
the lobby, an outgrowth or Republican 
greed and corruption consequent upon the 
license of the war aud the demoralization of 
a long term of office. 

That Democracy is now, asit always has 
been, in tavor of protecting home labor and 
home industries as far as the support of 
Government by duties on impor ts will par’ 
mit, and is not now nor never 
tatu of frequent tariff changes aud the dis- 
turbance of business interests.

THE TELEGRAPHIC CONTROVERSY. 


Mr. Van Horn Gives Some Figures in Re- 
ply to Mr. Garrett. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YoRK, February 2.—There is still another 
Western Union man to leave and go over to the 
Baltimore and Ohio. This time it 1s Samuel L. 
Bogart, for many years prominently connected 
with the Western Union as electrician in charge 
of the wires and cables of the company in this 
city. A dispatch from Baltimore containing an 
interview with Mr. Robert Garrett, in which he 
violently attacks Mr. Jay Gould and the Western 
Union property, attracted much attention yester- 
day in telegraph cireles. Everybody was asking, 
What will Mr. Gould haye to say in reply?” and 
a reporter who asked several telegraph officers 


for their opinions on the subject was told that 
this was a matter about wiich Mr. Gould alone 
could speak. as it contained questions to which 
Mr. Gould must reply. Accordingly the reporter 
called at Mr. Gould’s office and sent in a note, 
asking him if he was desirous or willing to reply 
to statements made by Mr. Garrett. He sent out 
word that he would not be interviewed. Presi- 
dent Green of the Western Union is in Washing- 
ton. 
shown the 
STATEMENT OF MR. GARRETT, 

said thatthe Western Union would shrink from 
no comparison with the Baltimore aud Ohio. The 
latter has purchased the National Line of 950 
miles for $800,000, which is at the rate of $842 per 
mile. Tue Western Union owns 150, 
000 miles, which, at $842 per mile, 
makes its system woith $126,300,000, and it is only 
capitalized at $80,000,000. On the basis of these 
figures, Mr. Garrett’s charge that it is the weak- 
est property in the world falis to the ground. Mr. 
D. H. Bates, president of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company, was shown a dispatch yes- 
terday that the notice given by the Jersey Cent- 
ral that it will operate its own lines after the ter- 
mination of its contract with the Western Union, 
means that the Central. and the Read- 
ing Roads will then operate as part of the 
Baltimore and Ohio system. Mr. Bates would not 
deny this statement, but said that the reporter 
had better ask the Jersey Central and the West- 
ern Union officials. Nothing had been done in 
the matter, so far as he knew.
